EX-SECEETARY OF WAR M'CRARY DIES.
A Brief Account of His Life snd Public
Bervices.

S1. JosEPH, June 23.—The Hon.
W. McCrary, of Kansas City, died in this
city this afternoon at the residence of his
son-in-law, Dr. W. L Bottler, Mr, Me-

Crary had been afflicted for some time with
a tumor in the stomach, A year ago he re-
tired from active business pursuits in the
hope of recovering his health. At the time
of his denth Mr. McCrary was 55 years old.
He was born in Evaneville, Ind., August
28, 1835. With his pareats, in 1853, he
went to that part of Wisconsin Territory
which afterward became the State of Towa,
and began the practice of law in Eeokuk in
1835, He soon took high rank. In 1857 he
was o member of the State Legislature, and
from 1861 to 1865 he was State Senator from
Keokuk, and was Chairinan of the Commit-
tee on Military Affairs.

Iu1868 he was eclected fo Congress and
served in Con until March 1875 In
March 1873, Judge MeCrary introduced in
Congress the electoral commission bill
which resulted in the echoice of Rutherford
B. Hayes as President. When President
Hayes formed his Cabivet, McOrary was
given the war E:rtfnllo, which he held for
two years. e resigned to accept the
judgeship of the United States Court, to
which he was appointed in December 1879,
In March 1884, he resigned his judgeship
and removed from Keokuk to Eansas City,
where he became general consulting attor-
ney for the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe
Railroad C-omr.ny, s position he oceupied
at the time of his death. He was the author
of several standard legal works.
